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CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 


(As  last  Amended  in  1868  and  acknowledged  by  the  Court,) 


Article  I. — The  name,  style  and  title  of  this  Society  shall  be 
“  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society.” 

Article  II. — This  Society,  assuming  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the 
General  Synod,  shall  have  for  its  object  the  diffusion  of  religious 
knowledge,  by  means  of  translations  and  original  productions, 
and  thus  to  furnish  and  circulate  a  suitable  literature  for  the 
Church. 

Article  III. — The  Society  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  every  General  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States,  when  there  shall  be  elected 
a  President  and  Secretary.  At  the  same  time  the  Society  shall 
elect  a  Board  of  Publication,  to  hold  its  meetings  in  Philadelphia, 
and  to  be  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  members  in  good  standing  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  and  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  within  such  a  distance 
of  Philadelphia  as  to  be  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Article  IV. — Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod  of  the  United  States  is  recommended  to 
establish  depositories  within  its  boundaries,  and  to  circulate  the 
publications  of  the  Board,  either  by  colporteurs  or  otherwise  ;  said 
colporteurs  to  be  appointed  by  such  Synods,  subject  to  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  President  of  any  such  Synodical  organization  to  b z  ex-officio 
Vice-President  of  the  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  expected 
to  pay  into  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  at  each  annual  meeting,  what¬ 
ever  money  may  have  been  collected  during  the  year;  and  shall, 
at  the  same  time,  receive  from  him  the  amount  requisite  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  colporteurs  and  others  employed. 

Article  V. — The  Board  of  Publication  shall  have  power  to 
elect  its  own  officers,  viz. :  a  President,  a  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  at  the 
same  time  be  Treasurer  of  the  Society. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  as  Book  Editor,  and  have  such  other  stated  duties  assigned 
him  in  the  By-Laws  as  the  Board  may  deem  conducive  to  the 
interests  of  the  Society. 

.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  By-Laws,  to  fill 
vacancies,  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  books  and  tracts,  and 
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to  print  and  circulate  appeals  to  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the 
benevolent  objects  of  this  Society. 

Article  VI. — The  Board  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  funds 
of  the  Society  will  justify  it,  to  establish  a  publication  house  or 
depository,  in  some  suitable  location  in  Philadelphia,  where  our 
books,  tracts,  pamphlets,  periodicals,  and  all  kinds  of  stationery 
may  be  kept  for  sale ;  the  profits  of  which  sales  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated  toward  the  support  of  the  Education  and  Missionary  Socie¬ 
ties  of  the  Church. 

Article  VII. — The  Society  may  hold  anniversary  meetings, 
the  time  when,  and  place  where,  to  be  previously  designated  by 
the  Board. 

At  these  meetings  the  Corresponding, Secretary  of  the  Board 
shall  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  year,  showing  its  present  condition  and  future 
prospects.  But  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  the  anniversary 
meetings  except  such  as  relates  to  the  Anniversaries  themselves, 
or  resolutions  and  efforts  to  raise  funds,  or  to  recommend  any 
measures  to  the  Board  or  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Society. 

Article  VIII. — Any  Lutheran  minister  or  layman  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  one  dollar  annually. 

Article  IX. — The  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  or  more,  in  one 
year,  shall  constitute  the  person  so  paying  a  Life  Director,  and 
the  payment  of  ten  dollars  a  Life  Member. 

Article  X. — Each  Life  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  Publica¬ 
tions  to  the  amount  of  two  dollars,  and  each  Life  Member  to  the 
amount  of  one  dollar,  annually,  if  called  for  within  the  year. 
The  award  of  books  and  publications  shall  not  be  extended  to 
those  who  may  become  Life  Members  and  Directors  after  the  1st 
of  June,  1859.  Each  Life  Member  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  each  Life  Director  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  to  take  an 
active  part  in  its  proceedings,  but  not  to  have  a  vote. 

Article  XI. — This  Constitution  may  be  amended  in  any  of  its 
provisions  by  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  pre¬ 
sent  at  any  stated  meeting,  provided  one  month’s  notice  be  given 
in  the  Church  papers  connected  with  the  General  Synod. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLICATION. 
{Adopted,  May  and  July ,  1875,  and  January ,  18 7 6.) 


1.  Seven  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M.,  and  shall  be  opened 
and  closed  with  prayer. 

3.  Each  newly-chosen  Board  shall  elect  its  own  officers,  as  des- 
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ignated  in  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution,  at  the  first  regular  meet¬ 
ing  after  each  Convention  of  the  General  Synod ;  and  the  Board 
may,  at  any  regular  meeting,  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  its  members  or  officers. 

4.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President  or 
Corresponding  Secretary. 

5.  All  moneys  collected  for,  or  donated  or  bequeathed  to,  the 
Society,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  disburse  the 
same  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Board.  He  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended,  report  the  same  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  submit  a  detailed  state¬ 
ment  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  at  each  annual  meeting, 
and  oftener  if  required.  He  shall  be  expected  to  give  such 
security  as  the  Board  may  require  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  trust. 

6.  The  Corresponding  Secretary,  besides  rendering  the  Report 
required  in  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution,  shall  be  an  instru¬ 
ment  of  information  to  the  Church,  through  the  medium  of  the 
Church-papers,  concerning  the  progress  and  wants  of  the  Board, 
and  he  shall  do  such  other  appropriate  work  as  the  Constitution 
authorizes,  and  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  specify. 

7.  The  Board,  whenever  deemed  desirable,  shall  appoint  a 
suitable  person  with  the  title  of  Financial  Secretary.  He  shall 
collect  funds  for  the  Publication  House,  to  enable  the  Society  to 
carry  on  its  operations.  He  shall  pay  over,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  Treasurer,  all  moneys  collected  for  the  Society,  and  he  shall 
be  expected  to  make  a  general  report  quarterly  to  the  Board  of 
his  collections,  and  of  matters  of  interest  coming  under  his  notice. 
Whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  to  employ  colporteurs  and 
collecting  sub-agents,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  the 
same,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  who  shall  fix  the  sal¬ 
aries. 

8.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board,  and  shall 
have  charge  of  the  Publication  House,  or  store,  or  depository, 
over  which  he  shall  exercise  a  full  control,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Board,  suitable  persons  to  assist  him  in  the  proper  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties ;  the  salaries  of  the  persons  employed  to  be 
fixed  and  paid  by  the  Board  ;  and  he  shall  be  expected  to  make 
a  monthly  report  to  the  Board  of  all  matters  of  interest  within 
the  sphere  of  his  supervision,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  make  a 
detailed  report  of  the  business  and  financial  condition  of  the 
Board. 

9.  There  shall  be  two  or  more  Standing  Committees  appointed 
at  the  same  time  of  electing  the  officers  of  the  Board,  viz. :  an 
Examining  Committee  of  three,  and  a  Financial  Committee  of 
five,*  who  shall  meet  as  often  as  necessary,  and  report  to  the 
Board  concerning  all  matters  pertaining  to  their  respective  depart¬ 
ments. 

10.  The  Examining  Committee  shall  consist  of  one  other  mem-

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ber  besides  the  two  persons  directly  representing  the  General 
Synod  in  the  Board  ;  or,  should  there  at  any  time  be  a  vacancy 
in  the  representation  referred  to,  then  the  Board  shall  fill  up  the 
specified  number  in  this  Committee.  The  duty  of  said  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  to  read  all  books,  original,  translated,  or 
selected,  that  may  be  presented  to  the  Board  for  publication  ;  and 
no  work  shall  be  published  by  this  association  to  which  any  one  of 
the  Committee  may  object ;  and  whether  the  Committee  approve 
or  not,  the  fact  (together  with  any  objection,  if  such  be  made) 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Board,  when  final  decision  shall  be 
made. 

n.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Committee  to  confer 
with  the  Superintendent  at  such  times  as  may  be  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  during  the  interim  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  to  devise 
ways  and  means  to  meet  the  financial  exigencies  of  the  Publica¬ 
tion  House,  attend  to  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  suggest  to  the  Board  such  matters  of  business  pertaining  to 
their  sphere  as  in  their  judgment  may  require  action  by  the 
Board. 

1 2.  No  book,  pamphlet,  or  manuscript  shall  be  purchased,  or 
accepted  as  the  property  of  the  Board  for  publication,  except  in 
pursuance  of  the  express  action  of  the  Board,  according  to  sec¬ 
tion  ioth. 

No  work,  to  be  published  with  the  imprint  of  the  Society,  whether 
owned  by  the  Board  or  by  an  author  or  authors,  shall  be  put  in 
course  of  publication  without  the  Board  having  first  so  ordered  ; 
but  this  prohibition  shall  not  include  books  to  be  issued  for  authors, 
without  the  imprint  of  the  Society,  but  such  publications  must  first 
meet  with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Financial  Committee. 

Every  request  to  publish  a  book  for  an  author,  or  for  authors, 
which  is  to  have  the  imprint  of  the  Society,  shall  first  be  laid  be¬ 
fore  the  Board.  If  the  project  be  approved,  the  Board  may  direct 
an  agreement  or  a  stipulation  to  be  entered  into  with  the  author, 
or  authors,  which  shall,  on  approval  of  the  Board,  be  ordered  to 
be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  on  the  one  part,  whose 
signature  shall  be  necessary  to  validity.  After  the  articles  of 
agreement  shall  have  been  duly  signed  by  both  parties  the  work 
shall  be  given  to  the  press. 

13.  The  imprint  to  be  used  in  publications  shall  be  as  follows : 

In  all  books,  pamphlets,  cards,  or  other  issues  owned  by  this 

organization,  the  imprint  shall  read  :  “  Lutheran  Publication  So¬ 
ciety.” 

In  any  work  that  may  be  issued  for  an  author,  or  for  authors, 
the  imprint  shall  be  thus :  “  Published  for  the  Author,”  or, 
“Authors,”  (as  the  case  may  be,)  “by  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society.” 

When  the  mere  service  of  printing  of  Minuses  of  Synods,  or 
kindred  matter,  is  performed,  the  imprint  shall  be:  “Printed  for 
the  Synod,”  (or  otherwise)  “by  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society,” 

In  no  instance  shall  the  name  of  any  publisher  be  added  to  our 
imprint,  on  any  of  our  publications  whatsoever,  without  a  vote  of 
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this  Board  ;  nor,  on  the  other  hand,  shall  the  privilege  be  granted 
to  any  other  individual  or  house  to  use  our  name,  either  as  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  imprint,  or  with  the  statement  on  the  title-page  or  cover 
that  the  work  is  sold  at  our  Publication  House,  except  the  Board 
first  resolve  to  grant  permission. 

14.  The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  after  notice  of  the  proposed  change  shall 
have  been  given  at  a  previous  regular  meeting. 


CHARTER 

OF  THE  LUTHERAN  PUBLICATION  SOCIETY. 

•  (In  charge  of  the  President  of  the  Society .) 

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
and  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  : 

The  undersigned  officers  of  the  Board  of  Publication  of  The 
Lutheran  Publication  Society  do,  on  behalf  of  said  Society,  respect¬ 
fully  exhibit  and  present  to  your  Honorable  Court,  for  approval, 
the  annexed  printed  Constitution  and  By-Laws  under  which  they 
have  associated,  in  order  that  said  Society  may,  according  to  the 
Articles  and  Conditions  in  said  Constitution  set  forth  and  con¬ 
tained,  become  and  be  a  corporation  or  body  politic  in  law,  agree¬ 
ably  to  the  several  Acts  of  General  Assembly  in  such  case  made 
and  provided.

In  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  County  of  Phila¬ 
delphia .  In  the  matter  of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Lutheran 
Pub  lie  a  tion  Society : 

And  now  to  wit,  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  A.  D. 
1857,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  having  been  heretofore,  to  wit : 
on  the  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1857,  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Prothonotary  of  said  Court,  and  due  notice  having  been  inserted 
in  a  newspaper  printed  in  said  County,  in  due  conformity  to  law  : 
Therefore,  on  motion  of  Isaac  Sulger,  Esq.,  it  is  declared  and  de¬ 
creed  that  the  persons  so  associated  under  said  Articles  and  Con¬ 
stitution  shall,  according  to  the  Articles  and  Constitution  in  said 
Ins+rument  and  Constitution  set  forth  and  contained,  become  and 
be  a  Corporation,  a  body  politic  in  law.  And  it  is  further  ordered 
and  directed  that  said  Charter  of  Incorporation  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  office  of  Recording  Deeds,  etc.,  in  and  for  said  County  ;  and 
on  said  Instrument  being  so  recorded,  the  persons  so  associated 
shall,  according  to  the  objects,  articles  and  conditions  in  said  In- 
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strument  set  forth  and  contained,  become  and  be  a  Corporation, 
or  Body  Politic,  in  law  and  in  fact,  to  have  continuance  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  in  said  Constitution  provided  and  declared. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  affixed 
the  seal  of  said  Court,  the  28th  day  of  September,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (1857).

HISTORICAL  STATEMENTS. 

The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  was  organized  May  1st,  A.  D. 
1855.  It  was  incorporated  September  28th,  1857, 

Relations  were  consummated  with  the  General  Synod,  May 
19th,  1857,  at  the  meeting  of  that  body  at  Reading,  Pa. 

The  Board  held  its  early  meetings  in  the  book-store  of  Messrs. 
Lindsay  and  Blakiston,  No.  25  South  Sixth  street,  Philadelphia, 
and  issued  its  first  publications  through  that  house. 

Next,  a  store  was  rented  at  732  Arch  street,  which  was  occupied 
from  October,  1857,  to  October,  1859. 

After  two  years’  work  at  the  latter  place,  the  building  now  oc¬ 
cupied,  at  No.  42  North  Ninth  street,  was  purchased,  and  entered 
in  October,  1859. 

About  one  hundred  publications  of  various  kinds  have  thus  far 
been  sent  forth  by  this  organization. 

According  to  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Lutheran 
Publication  Society  and  the  General  Synod,  in  the  year  1857,  at 
Reading,  the  latter  body  at  each  of  its  stated  meetings  elects  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  Publication  (that  is,  two  members  are 
concurrently  elected),  and  are  to  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Ex¬ 
amining  (Publishing)  Committee.  The  representatives  under  this 
rule,  for  the  period  from  1877  to  1879,  are  Rev-  F.  W.  Conrad, 
D.  D.,  and  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  D.  D. 

The  General  Synod,  moreover,  provides,  in  its  own  regular, 
“  Order  of  Business,”  a  time  for  the  transacting  of  the  business  of 
the  Society,  the  same  as  it  does  for  that  of  other  general  Societies 
and  Boards  of  the  Church.

You  will 
present  to  the  Board,  through  the  Superintendent,  a  monthly  Re¬ 
port  of  your  operations,  and  forward  therewith  the  money  due  the 
Board  on  the  Publications  sold.  When  closing  your  service,  you 
will  make  prompt  and  full  settlement. 

You  are  cordially  commended  to  the  Christian  community,  with 
the  hope  that  especially  our  Lutheran  people  will  appreciate  the 
advantage  of  having  the  books  and  periodicals  of  their  own 
Church  brought  amongst  them  and  carried  to  their  doors.

The  time  for  rendering  the  report  of  annual  Account  of  Stock 
shall  be  the  stated  meeting  in  April  ;  and  the  report  shall  include 
a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  business  of  the  store,  with  an 
account  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  to  April  1st.

January  16th,  1877. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Financial  Committee  was  instructed  to  file 
and  take  charge  of  the  monthly  statements  of  the  store.

Resolved ,  That  the  above  resolution  be  published  in  The  Luth¬ 
eran  Observer  and  in  The  Lutheran  Evangelist ,  with  the  request 
to  the  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  large  to  write  such 
tracts,  of  about  two  or  four  pages  in  length,  not  to  exceed  eight 
pages,  and  offer  their  manuscripts  to  the  Board  of  Publication,  to 
be  considered  under  their  regularly  established  rules. 

Adopted ,  September  nth,  1877.
